LAWYER A SUICIDE. IN 
|. WOOLWORTH BUILDING 
) Robinson Shot Himself in Eighth 
Floor Office—Left Many 
- Pawn Tickets. 


. John ‘Ennhy and” Samuel Maurictlo, 
watchmen. ‘in the. Woolworth Building, 
were making the rounds on the. eighth 
floor at 9 o'clock last. night when they 
saw a light. burning under the ‘door of 
Room 805; occupied by Bernard Robin-. 
son, a lawyer. They: opened: the. door 
with: a pass’ key and found Robinson, 
with: his ‘coat off, sitting in a chair 
‘with a bullet, through his-right temple. 

The blood had: dried on his face, indi- 
cating that he had been dead for some 
time, and it is believed that he had been 
in the building since the afternoon. In 


of a cheap make, and the box in which 
he had got it was still lying on the. desk. 
On the desk, too, lay a letter addressed 
“To my wife.’’ 

Coroner Feinberg later pronounced it 
a clear case of sufcide, and notified Mrs. 
Sara’ Robinson, the wife of the dead 
man, who lived with their two children, 
Sara, aged 6, and Benny, aged 2, at 69 
Hast Ninety-third Street. 

There was not a cent of money -in 
th eoffice, but in a drawer were found 
pawn’ tickets in great number, many 
of them for household articles.

ALL IN MOTOR BUS KILLED 


One Bomb Destroyed a Tene- 
ment—Another Started a 
Big Fire in Cheapside. 


PEOPLE REMAINED CALM 


Regarded It as Interesting Spectacle 
—Doubt as to Number of Raid- 
ers and Damage te Them. 


A number .of passengers who arrived 
here from England yesterday, when 
three liners reached ““Néw.. Xork;’ saw 
the spectacular Zeppelin. raid on -Lon- 
don on Sept. 8, and a few of them saw 
something of the raid on the London 
suburbs on. the previous night. The 
passengers supplemented the first un-1 
censored stories of the raid sent from 
the ships by wireless to THE. NEw 


York Times on Sunday night by Had- 
don Chambers, the English playright, 
and others, and produced yesterday 
morning. 

The three vessels were the Rotterdam 
of the Holland-Amerika Line, the Phil- 
adelphia of the American Line, and the 
Orduna of the Cunard Line. Among the 
arrivals were such well-known men as 
Frederic R. Coudert, the international 
law expert, and H. Gordon Selfridge, 
the American owner of one of the big- 
gest department stores in London. Both 
of them witnessed the raid on the night 
of Sept. 8. 

There seems to be a general agreement 
among those who saw this latter raid 
thatthe loss of life was a good deal 
greater than was admitted by the Brit- 
ish authorities. They tell of a motor 
omnibus which was destroyed by a

Admiralty issues an Official Reply 
to German Report That’ Mine 
Caused the Disaster, 


LONDON, Sept. 20.—With’ respect to 
the German denial of responsibility for 
the sinking of the Allan Line steamer 
Hesperian, the British official Press Bu- 
reau has issuéd the following state- 
ment: 

“According to infarmation ‘in. the 
press, a semi-official statement -has 
been issued at Berlin that it was prac- 
tically impossible that a German sub- 
marine could have sunk the Hesperian, 
since, according to the war plans, no 

rman submarine -was on Sept. 4 in 
the locality where the Hesperian was

** Undoubted provf exists that a Ger- 
man submarine was actually in the 
locality where the Hesperian was at- 
tacked, and ships were sunk both to the 
north and south of this spot on Sept. 4 
and 5. The explosion was of the type 
caused by.a torpedo. This is conclus- 
ively proved by a fair-sized fragment of 
a torpedo now in the possession of .the 
Admiralty, which was picked up on 
board the ship before s she sank.”

ALSATIANS FORCED TO FIGHT 


Germans Say French Impress Them 
and Forge Citizenship Papers. 


Under the caption, ‘‘ Forgery of Al- 
sace-Lorraine Civil Certificates by the 
French Government,’”’ the semi-official 
Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitung of Aug. 
24 publishes what purports ta be an or- 
der signed by the French. Minister of 
War, M. Millerand, dealing with the 
forced enlistment of men of Alsace and 
Lorraine in the French armies and the 
providing of them with false certificates 
ef French civil citizenship as a protec- 
tion against punishment for treason in 
case they are captured by the Germans. 

The German official paper says: 

.“ The order published in facsimile 
herewith and issued by the French War 
Minister Millerand to the authorities 
subordinate to himself in connection with 
the ‘treatment of men of Alsace and Lor- 
raine who are found in the service of the 
French Army, has been found upon 
French prisoners. From this it appears 
that the residents of Alsace and Lor- 
raine, who, as is generally known in 
Germany, are pressed with all means 
into the service of the French Army, are 
divided into two categories. 

‘The first category consists of those 
men of Alsace-Lorraine who do not wish 
to fight against Germany. They are 
thrust into the French regiments in 
Africa. In the second category belong 
those Alsatian-Lorrainers who have de- 
clared themselves ready to fight against 
Germany. The French Government is 
not in doubt of the fact that the enlist- 
ment of such persons, who are German 
subjects and whose naturalization in 
France cannot be recognized according 
to German laws, is a violation of inter- 
national law. It knows that these resi+ 
dents of the imperial crown Janda, in 
case they are captured, will rd- 
ed as traitors to their ‘country on will 
be treated accordingly by Germany. 

“The order of the French War Min- 
ister says, among other things:

NAVY BALLOON SOON READY. 


First of Dirigible Fleet Will Undergo 
Official Tests at Pensacola. 


Special to The New York Timea, 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—The first 
of the navy’s fleet'of dirigible balloons 
is now practically completed, and will 
be ready for delivery within a: few 
weeks. The Connecticut Aircraft Com- 
pany, which has the contract for build- 
ing these dirigibles, today notified the 
Office of Aernonautics of the Navy De- 
partment that the balloon will be ready 
for the official trials within the time 
specified, 

The various parts will be assembled in 
Boston, after which the machine will be 
disassembled, packed and shipped to the 
navy aeronatutic station at Pensacola, 
Fla., where the trials are to take place. 
The. navy is building a floating hangar 
and a hydrogen plant at Pensacola or 
the accommodation of its dirigibles: 

This first of the navy’s war balloons, 
while it is a comparatively small one, 
being about 180 feet long, will embody 
the improvements which American 
naval officers have noted during their 
observations with the armies of f Hurope. 
It will be equipped with a 140 horse 
power engine and twin propellers of the 
swivelling type. For military reasons, 
some of the improved features of the 
machine are kept scret. The Adminis- 
tration’s program for the national de- 
fense, to be submitted: to Congress this 
Winter, will call for a large number of 
dirigibles and aeroplanes,

Little Ground Gained Covered So 
Thickly with Dead That Armis- 
tice Had to be Arranged. 


LONDON, Sept. 20.—How the British 
and French hrough the Summer kept 
at grips with the Turks in Gallipoli, 
with terrible losses on both sides in the 
arid, congested area, where the gain or 
loss of a few yards of trenches meas- 
ured ‘the tide of battle and the dead 
lay so thick that. a temporary ermistice 
was imperative, is related by General 
Sir Ian Hamilton, Commander. of the 
British forces, in a dispatch to Lord 
Kitchener, made public in London ‘this 
evening.

The letter to 
Baron Burian, whom I have known 
peveral years, was, as already stated, 
®iven: me so openly that I thought it 
related merely to my work in the field. 
I was in no sense a ‘“‘ courier ’’ for any 
belligerent, d am positive that all 
concerned will bear out this statement. 

My ounsel, Frank J. Hogan, Esq., of 
Washington, has called my attention to 
, an interview telegraphed from Rotter- 
dam via London. The major portion of 
the interview is quite, correct, but the 
last paragraph has obviously been 

‘added and manufactured out of whole 
cloth. The sentence added -to the end 
of the dispatch says: 

” am the victim of the cunning 
method of the Austrian and German 
Embassy. officials in making me the 
bearer of an inciriminating document.”’

** When the Rotterdam arrived at Fal- 
mouth,’’ he said, ‘‘ several British offi- 
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cials came on board and asked me if I 
was carrying any dispatches to Ger- 
many. I replied that I was not. Then 
they asked if I had given any document 
or anything else to the purser of the 
liner, or to any other person on the ship 
to keep for me, As I had not I again 
replied in the’ negative. I was then 
asked if I had a safe deposit box on 
the ship, and when I replied that. I had 
they demanded of me the key to the box, 
which I handed over. 

** Four officials searched the. cabinet, 
in which I had a large package of let- 
ters, for the most part introductions to 
persons in Europe, given me for the 
purpose of facilitating my work. Among 
these letters was the one from Dr. Dum- 
ba to Count Burian. They left the ship, 
taking all the letters as well as. the 
packages, and the accompanying notes 
for the wives of Count von Bernstorff 


and Prince von Hartzfeldt. 


**In about two hours the officials re- 


turned to the Rotterdam and told me I 
would have to accompany them ashore. 
They. were very courteous and consider-

I want to say that the British authori- 


ties treated me with ‘every possible 
courtesy. and consideration. 


‘*T only took a hadbag with me when 
I went ashore. I was taken to the po- 
lice station and detained for about thir- 
ty-six hours, and had to spend the night 
in a cell, a discomfort that the authori- 
ties later. profusely apologized for sub- 
jecting me to. When I realized the posi- 
tion I was in I telephoned to Ambassa- 
dor Page in London and. also.to Consul 
General Skinner at Plymouth, the latter 
an old. personal friend of: mine. 

‘“‘ After about thirty-six hours an or- 
der.came from London ordering my im- 
mediate release. I remeimber the ‘ im- 
mediate’ part of it because one of the 
officers commented -upon that phase of 
the order. The order was that I should 
proceed to Ramsgate, where the Ad- 
miralty was holding the ‘Rotterdam for 
me, and to facilitate in every way, pos- 
sible my journey to the place of re-em- 
barkation. On my arrival at Ramsgate 
a naval launch, under command of an 
officer of the Naval Reserve, was wait- 
ing for me, and I was taken to the Rot- 
terdam, which was* anchored about an 
hour out from the Downs. 


Halted at Rotterdam. 

“At this time I thought everything 
had been straightened out and that 
there was to be no more ‘trouble. At 
Rotterdam Minister Van Dyck setn for 








me and informed me of-his instructions 
to take up mypas sport and to issue an- 
other, 
turn Ccirect to the United States. Minis- 
ter Van Dyck said thath I could stay 
in Holland as long as I plesed, but that 
when I left I would have to return to 


America. As I wanted to come back 
and straighten out this matter I told 
him I woul dreturn on the first ship, 
and that ship was the Roterdam.”’ 

‘* Count von Bernstorff has beer quot- 
ed as saying that you repeatedly offered 
to. carry anything he wished to Europe, 
and that he declined the offer with 
thanks.

Archibald was asked, the question be- 
ing based on a recent statement at- 
tributed. to the German Ambassador, 
who has repeatedly stated that Archi- 
pald bore no letters from him.

“How do you think the British found 
out you’ were carrying a méssage from 
the Austro-Hungarian Ambassador?.”’ 

‘“‘Il imagine they were tipped off by 
some agent. who saw Dr, Dumba’s 
messenger deliver the letters to. me at 
the gangplank of the Rotterdam, .the 
day I sailed. The messenger, who was 
Dr. Dumba’s Secretary, handed me the 
letter and said Dr. Dumba desired it 
delivered to Count Burian. He handed 
me, the letter, and he did not speak in 
a Whisper when he handed it to me. As 
for. the contents of that letter I had 
no more idea‘ than have you of the 
contents of that letter you. see on the 
desk there.

Furthermore, if the 
fate of the country is solemniy deliv- 
ered to the revolutionary factions, it 
would mean tht the seven intervening 
countries have lost sight of the fac 
that the revolutionists represent only 
1 per cent. of the population, and that 
the remaining 99 per cent. abhor them. 


Demands Unimpatired Sovereignty. 


The foregoing exposition does not pur- 
port to request the conference of pleni- 
potentiaries, called by the Secretary of 
State of the United States of America, to 
consider the-interests of .all Mexicans, 
and not only the interests of the faction- 
ists. What we wish, what we most re- 
spectfully request from the worthy rep- 
resentatives of the six countries, our 
brothers in blood, who take part in that 
conference, is a resolution which shall 
safeguard the sacred principles of the 
sovereignty of Mexico. None of those 
countries ‘can consider herself exempt 
from future upheavals nor from’ more or 
less lengthy and intense periods of social 
disturbance; none of them can accept the 
fateful precedent that foreign countries 
should arrogate to themselves the. right 
to decide upon the number of parties into 
which other countries should: be divided, 
on what side are the interests of the peo- 
le, and to which party should assistance 
om given and which antagonized. * * * 

7. It is our understanding that the 
Pan-American plenipotentiaries initiated 
their work under the impression that all 
the factions would agree to accept the 
invitation tendered ‘them; but the situa- 
tion is different, since the most powerful 
of them—that headed by YVenustiano 
Carranza—seems to be about to refuse 
to co-operate. It is wholly natural that 
the Villa faction, dishonored by the 
crimes of its chief, lacking financial 
backing, and beaten militarily, should 
be ready to accept anything. ‘he same 
attitude was observed by the Mexican 
Conservative Party, when, after the tri- 
umph of the Liberal Party in 1860, it 
besought Napoleon III, to undertake the 
military occupation of the country and 
the suppression of the republican form 
Government. Political passion. 
aroused to white heat by the sting of 
defeat, does not stop before the worst 
excesses, 

In such a situation, this effort must 
be abandoned, unless the idea were to

Leave Mexico to Her Own Misery! 


What do we recommend to save our 
qountry, ‘whose situation of terrible 
anguish we cannot deny? The answer 
is obvious: leave Mexico alone, abandon 
her to her own endeavors, to her own 
misery, to her own misfortune. Had 
this been done the present crisis would 
alr y have been passed. Have the 
words of the Indianapolis harangue 
forgotten? ‘“‘ The country is theirs, the 
Government is theirs.” The laws of 
nature, by virtue of whose untramm 
function oples ever find their true 
adjustment, have been. powerless to do 
their work in Mexico, because their ex- 
ercise has been hampered by a foreign 
and disturbing element. Is this, we 
ask, the first crisis of anarchy through 
which Mexico has passed in her ninety- 
four years of independent life? We do 
not deny that this crisis is the worst of 
all, but it is dut precisely to the. discon- 
certing influence of American interven- 
tion. Having. some knowledge of our 
history, of the medium in which it has 
developed, and .of the ethnical and social 
elements of our population, we can af- 
firm that it will suffice the sole effort 
of the Mexicans to restore a régime of 
order and law, and to take up the seri- 
ous problems without whose solution 
Mexico will never succeed in redeemin 
herself, neither from the clutches 0 
oppressing dictatorships nor from the 
anarchy which saps the life-blood out 
of the country. at is needed is that 
this effort should be allowed to take 
its course freely. 


Not Charity, but Justice. 


President Wilson, touched by the 
piteous spectacle of millions of men, 
women, and children suffering the pangs 
of starvation in Mexico, addressed a 
short while ago a pathetic"™appeal to the 
American people to bestow the bless- 
ings of their charity upon our un- 
fortunat country.

ZAPATISTAS AGAIN ACTIVE 


Said to be Threatening Mexico City 
While Villa Tries to Crush 
- Obregon in the North.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—With the 
prospect of foreign recognition dangled 
before them as a possible reward, the 
rival revolutionary factions in Mexico, | 
according ‘to information reaching 
Washington today, are either planning 
to capture the prize or to prevent a. 
rival from obtaining it. The announce- 
ment of the Pan-American, Conference 
on Mexico in New York City last Sat- 
urday to the effect that the time has 
cpme for the “ recognition ef any pro- 
visional Government with the material 
and moral capacity necessary to protect 
the lives and’ property of nationals and 
foreigners’ hag spurred both the Car- 
ranzista and the Villista factions to -ac- 
tivity. . 

The Pan-American conferees studi- 
ously refrained from stating -whiech fac- 
tion would be reeognized under the rule 
adopted on Saturday. The prevalent im- 
pression in Washington is that the Car- 
ranzista, Government will be recognized 


can preserve or improve its present 
status. That the Carranzistag interpret 
the announcement of the Pan-American 
conferees as “‘ looking toward the early 
recognition of General Carranza’s Gov- 
ernment ’’ was made plain in bulletins 
issued from the Carranzista Agency here 
today, saying that Carranzista money 
had advanced in value at Vera Cruz on 
the strength of the announcement made 
by the Pan-American diplomats. 

There is no concealment of the fact 
that the Villistas are chagrined over the 
sudden shift in the attitude of the Uni- 
ted States and of the Latin-American 
Governments toward the Mexican situa- 
tion during the past week. They will 
now endeavor to demonstrate that they 
‘are as much entitled to recognition as 
is the Carranzista faction, and, that the 
latter is able to present no better show- 
ing of ‘‘ material and moral capacity,’’ 
than they themselves. They will en- 
deavor to convince the Washington Gov- 
ernment that the Carranzista military 
successes in the north are more apparent 
than real, that General Carranza has 
stripped other portions of Mexico of 
troops in order to make an artificial dis- 
play of strength for the purpose of cre- 
ating the impression that the Carran- 
zaista faction is rapidly gaining control 
over all of Mexico. 

At the same time it is understood to be 
the plan of the Villa forces to endeavor 
to strike body blows at the Carranzaistas 
at two points—in Chihuahua and Mexico 
City. eneral Zapata is being counted 
upon to endeavor to render Mexico City 
untenable for the Carranzaistas com- 
manded by General Pablo Gonzales, 
while General Villa, who asserts that he 
has sufficient men and ample ammuni- 
tion, will try, during the next three 
weeks, to outgeneral and crush General 
Obregon’s army in the north. 

The report was current in Washington 
today that Villa’s followers here and on 
the border, in.a desperate effort to block 
the recognition of Carranza,-had started 
a boom in behalf of General Alvaro 
Obregon, General Carranza’s Chief of 
Staff, for Provisional President.

In this document, which was not pre- 
sented to Secretary Lansing, the Ameri- 
can member of the Pan-American Con- 
ference, Sefior Calero and Sefior Magon, 
on behalf of the business and profes- 
sional men, farmers, artisans, &c.," of 
Mexico, protest against a recognition 
on the part of the United States and 
the South and Central American coun- 
tries of either the Carranza or Villa 
factions, or of any faction representa- 

ve of the Huertistas. They appeal to 
the Latin American diplomats as men 
“in whose veins flows the same blood 
as in our own” and argue that the 
only wise course to pursue with regard 
to Mexico is one of “‘ hands off.” 

The Mexican policy of President Wil- 
gon is arraigned, and Mexico is de- 
clared to be a country without govern- 
ment and one whose people are starv- 
ing. The memorandum, which was 
transmitted to the envoys in Spanish, 
gs translated by Sefior Calero is in part 
as follows: 

Senor Calero’s Translation. 

Memorandum respectfully submitted 
by the undersigned Mexican citizens to 
their Excellencies the Ambassadors of 
Brazil, Argentina, and Chile, and their 
Excellencies the Ministers of Bolivia, 
Guatemala, and Uruguay.

Washington’s “ Mexico of Fancy.” 


4. Without taking into consideration 
the ethnical elements of our population 
and the sociological factors that have 
determined the course of its history, a 
Mexico of fancy has been invented, that 
is very far from the real Mexico. In 
support of our statement and as an ex- 
ample of decisive importance, let us re- 
call certain principles set forth by the 
Government of the United States at the 
time of the Niagara Falls conferences.

The 
truth is that with the exception of some 
reactionaries and clericals the majority 
of the men of “ intelligence and promin- 
ence ’’ in Mexico abhorred the Huerta 
régime, founded on treason and murder, 
and supported by violence, as much as 
the anarchicial and destructive methods 
of the revoiution. Contrary to what the 
Government of the United States be- 
lieves, Huerta was not the product of a 
arty, nor did he represent any party, 
or, strictly speaking, there are no po-

Demands Unimpaired Sovereignty. 

6. The foregoing exposition does not pur- 
port to request the conference of pleni- 
potentiaries, called by the Secretary of 
State of the United States of America,:to 
consider the interests of all Mexicans, 
and not only the interests of the faction- 
ists. What we wish, what we most re- 
spectfully request from the worthy rep- 
resentatives of the six countries, our 
brothers in blood, who take part in that 
conference, is a resolution which shall 
safeguard the sacred principles of the 
sovereignty of. Mexico. one of those 
countries can consider herself exempt 
from future upheavals nor: from more.or 
less lengthy and intense periods of social 
disturbance; none of them can accept the 
fateful precedent that foreign countries 
should arrogate to themselves the right 
to decide upon the number of parties into 
which other countries should be divided, 
on what side are the interests of the peo- 
le, and to which party should assistance 

e given and which antagonized. * * * 

7. It. is our understanding that the 
Pan-American plenipotentiaries initiated 
their work under the impression that all 
the factions would agree to accept the 
invitation tendered them; but the situa- 
tion is different, since the most powerful 
of them—that ed by Venustiano 
Carranza—seems to be about to refuse 
to co-operate. It is wholly natural that 
the Villa faction, dishonored by the 
erimes of its chief, lacking financial 
backing, and beaten militarily, should 
be ready to accept anything. The same 
attitude was observed by the Mexican 
Conservative Party, when, after the tri- 
umph of the Liberal Party in 1860, it 
besought Napoleon III. to undertake the 
military occupation of the country and 
the suppression of the republican form 
of Government. Political passion. 
aroused to white heat by the sting of 
defeat, does not stop before the worst 
excesses. 

In such a situation, this effort must 
be abandoned, unless the idea were to 
hold the conference with the co-gpera- 
tion of the least powerful factions; but 
this we conceive to be impossible. We 
are confident that the moral influence 
of seven self-respecting republics can- 
not be thrown into the scales in favor 
of the Villa faction, headed, as it is, by 
a criminal whose hands are soiled not 
only with Mexican blood but with Eng- 
lish, Spanish, American, and Argen- 
tinian as well. Furthermore, after ac- 
cepting the invitation of the seven 
powers, Villa engages in a frightful 
massacre of political prisoners, banish- 
ing the widows and orphans of his vic- 
tims from the country to live as charzes 
on public «harity in the United States! 
States! s ¢ 

. We can see no possible solution of 
Mexico’s difficulties in the scheme now 
advanced by the United States Govern- 
ment with the co-operation of six Latin- 
American republics. Some of these al- 
lowed the spirit guiding their inter- 
national relations to be seen in their re- 
fusal to recognize a Government of such 
spurious origin as that of Huerta; but 
the United States Government has gone 
further, and has even manifested its 
purpose to recognize no political régime 
in Mexico which does not conform to 
the constitutional provisions of. the 
country. * * * 

Leave Mexico to Her Own Misery! 

9. The question will naturally be asked: 
What do we recommend to save our 
country, whose situation of terrible 
anguish we cannot deny? The answer 
is obvious: leave Mexico alone, abandon 
her to her own endeavors, to her own 
misery, to her own misfortune. Had 
this been done the present crisis would 
already have been passed. Have the 
words of the Indianapolis paraasce 
been forgotten? ‘The country is theirs, 
the Government is theirs.’’ The laws of 
nature, by virtue of whose untrammeled 
function peoples ever find their true 
adjustment, have been powerless to do

FORT SHERIDAN. CAMP OPEN. 


Gongressman Madden Addresses 
Four Hundred Western Rookies. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 20.—Congressman 
Madden addressed the 400 citizens who

Whitman, Says, Definitely lee 
Mohansic Shall Drain Into 
the Hudson. 


MAKES PROMISE TO MAYOR 


is Assured That Water Would Not 
Be Imperilled, but Sympa- 
thizes with City’s Feeling. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Sept. 20.—Governor Whit- 
man today heard the views of officials 
of the Health Department and others on 
the plans for the disposal of the sewage 
of the Mohansic State Hospital and the 
Training School for Boys at Yorktown 
Heights. 

Protests have reached the State au- 
thorities from New York City because 
of the fear that the Croton water supply 
would be contaminated. The plans call 
for the construction of sewage disposal 
plants, with ultimate drainage of the 
purified effluent into Mohansic Lake, 
which contributes to the Croton water 
supply. 

The conference followed a letter from 
Mayor Mitchel to the Governor, asking 


him to grant a public hearing in the- 


matter before he passed upon the sewage 
plans. 

“The Mayor is in ‘error’in supposing 
the plans are before me,"’ said the Gov- 
ernor.. “ This, however, is a matter of 
vital interest to the City of New York, 
and, inasmuch as the Mayor has written 
as he has, I think we should go into it.’”’ 
. Governor Whitman asked Dr. H. M. 
Biggs, the State Health Commissioner, 
to explain the situation:. Dr. Biggs told 
in detail of the plans to build sewage 
disposal plants, and said that he was 
convinced of their scientific soundness. 

Will Proteet the City. 

Tonight Gov. Whitman made public 
his reply to Mayor Mitchel. He dis- 
cusses the problem from all angles, and 
in conclusion, after asserting that, al- 
though all the authorities agree that the 
plans do not menace New York’s water 
supply, says: 

‘* At the same time I sympathize, as 
do all who have had to do with 
matter, with the objection to this pro- 
cedure existing in New York City, and 
feel that it is desirable that the addi- 
tional safeguard be provided of carrying 
the effluent from these plants to the 
Hudson River, and I shall take such 
action as is necessary to bring about 
this result without interfering with the 
immediate construction of the institu- 
tions in question. 

‘“‘I can assure you that the mains 
carrying the effluent from the disposal 
plants to the Hudson River will be con- 
structed by the State before the sewage 
plants are put in operation.”’ 

Earlier in his letter Governor Whit- 
man explains the situation, saying 

“The Mohansic State Hospital plans 
ultimately come to me for approval only 
as is required in the letting of contracts 

and the expenditure of public money.”’

CONVICTS WRITE GOVERNOR 


His Secretary Makes Search In the 
Prison After Two Inmates. 
Give an Alarm.

OSSINING, N. Y., Sept. 20.—Knives, 
hammers, and “‘ rat-tail” files, capable 
of inflicting murderous wounds, were 
found in the cells at Sing Sing today 


8; when the entire prison was searched for 


concealed weapons. 

The search was the result of the in- 
vestigation begun yesterday, when, un- 
der the direction of William A. Orr, 
Governor Whitman’s secretary, thirteen 
cells in the main cell block were 
searched for six revolvers and three 
boxes of cartridges. 

Governor Whitman received a letter on 
Saturday night signed by two inmates 
‘of Sing Sing, in which they said they 
knew the revolvers and cartridges to be 
concealed in a certain cell, Mr. Orr ar- 
rived at the prison yesterday and inter- 
viewed, the two prisoners and a third 
man ,and they repeated their story. 

With officers, Mr. Orr. went to the cell 





and. made a thorough search, ripping 
the bedding apart and investigating 
every nook and cranny hwere the weap- 
ons might be concealed. hTere was no 
Sign of either revolvers or. cartridges, 
and the six cells on either side of the 
designated cell were searched without 
result, 

The second search was made today. 
At 9 o’clock in the morning all the con- 
victs were taken from the worksh 
and their other tasks and sent. to the 
cells. Then the officials carefully went 
through all the cells and looked for re- 
volvers and cartridges. None was 
found, but the searchers gathered in 
several knives, some “ rat- ”* . files, 
two hammers, and a-set of dice. In ad- 
dition -they found that some of the in- 
mates had money, which was contraband 
and was confiscated. 

In the afternoon all the shops, dormi- 
tories, and every place frequented by 
the inmates were searched ‘Lat no re- 
volvers or cartridges were found. 

This week starts with sixteen men in 
solitary confinement as against forty- 
one last week. Five of these are in th 
new condemned cells, which the inmates 
have nicknamed “The Walves’ Den,’ 
and among them are Marcus Curtis and 
‘‘ Frenchie’ Menet, both of whom are 
serving sentences to which were added 
ten years for their taking part in a 
shooting at Clinton Prison, when the 
Sergeant of Arms was assaulted and 
nearly killed.

Jersey Residents Join Those of 
Riverside Drive in Calling a 
Hearing to Abate Nuisance. 


SEEK IMMEDIATE ACTION 


Obnoxious Fumes, They Charge, 
Come from Chemical and Sugar 
Plants at Edgewater. 


Residents of New. Jersey living on the 
Palisades opposite that part of River- 
side Drive between LEighty-sixth and 
125th Streets, where residents of Man- 
hattan long have suffered from acrid 
fumes and gases coming from the west 
bank of the’ Hudson River, will start 
a determined movement to have that 
nuisance-abated when a public hearing, 
to which Riverside Drive property 
owners have been invited, is held this 
afternoon at 2:30 o’clock in the Borough 
Hall at Edgewater. The purpose of the 
hearing will be primarily to ascertain 
just how extensive is’ the suffering 
caused by the obnoxious fumes, and 
to take immediate steps to hasten action 
by the proper authorities. 

When the wind is from the west the 
residents along the Manhattan side 
of the Hudson are distressed by the 
fumes, and when the wind is from the 
east Jersey citizens in Cliffside, Grant- 
wood, Hudson Heights, and other ad- 
acent communities suffer. Hundreds of 
eersige Drive persons have made writ- 
ten statements showing that the fumes 
and odors not only caused exceeding dis- 
comfiture, but in cases of weak lungs 
and throat affections more serious con- 


aegqnence.

THE KERNEL OF IT. 

A year ago it would have seemed 
foolishly unnecessary to state such an 
elementary fact. as.that which the 
Rev. Dr. CHARLES A. EaTON so admir- 
ably stated in his sermon of Sunday: 
_ We must let all the world know that 

American citizenship is a sacred thing, 
and its rights cannot be violated by 
any one anywhere without a reck- 
oning. : 

But today it must be regretfully ad- 
mitted that it is necessary to say such 
things, and even to defend them, to 
restate the axioms. All over the coun- 
try there are Americans busily en- 
gaged in denying what formerly passed 
for the most self-evident truths. If 
they do not deny them in words they 
do by acts. It is,being argued that 
there is something truculent and mili- 
taristic about taking any action to 
preserve the sacredness of American 
citizenship or to call to a reckoning 
any one who violates its rights. 

We. even see public men proposing 
that when the American right to use 
the high road to Europe is violated 
American citizens should stay off it 
to avoid trouble. Not from persons so 
highly placed, but with ugly. fre- 
quency, we hear it said that the men, 
women, and children who. have lost 
their lives were pleasure seekers who 
went at their own risk, and that other 
Americans should not be troubled on 
their behalf. There has grown up in 
the country a strange, slack concep- 
tion of citizenship, its rights and 
duties, which will some day have a 
dreadful recoil. 

For the basis of governmental ac- 
tion in behalf of injured citizens is not 
vengeance; it is protection for those 
who are left. It is the same basis 
on which rests the idea of police ac- 
tion and ‘punishment by law in city 
and State; not that the man who took 
another’s life or property should be 
punished in a spirit of vengeance, but 
that the next man who walks that way 
may be safe. It is the concern, not of 
the Lusitania’s dead, but of every liv- 
ing. American, that American citizen- 
ship should be respected; and if it be 
put on no higher ground, it is the 
selfish personal concern of every one 
of us. It ought not to be necessary to 
say such things.. A year ago it would 
not have been. .'For the creation. of a 
body of.ignorant opinion which makes 
it necessary to say them, the men who 
have lent their aid to it should blush, 
and may some time have occasion to 
repent. 


THEY CAN AFFORD TO WAIT. 

A week from today the New Jersey 
primaries will be held” The first day 
of registration fell in’ the untimely 
savage heats, and the percentage of 
stayaways was even unusually ample. 
‘Next Tuesday duty may call consid- 
erably louder, but a placid indiffer- 
ence about the woman suffrage 
amendment seems to prevail among 
the voters. The woman suffragists 
are alert and active. They have en- 
| gaging orators. Their methods and 
demonstrations are various. They 
strike the eye. They clutch the at- 
tention. They are heard respectfully. 
The politicians are as polite to them 
as they know how to be. How sin- 
cere are pledges made casually in the 
street or elsewhere in response to re- 
quests from comely advocates of the 
Cause will be known on the night of 
Oct. 19. At present.the only’ streak 
of visible and audible enthusiasm is 
with the women who want the vote. 
The menfolks who are to give it to or 
withhold it from them are for the 
most part painfully inert, ‘apathetic ” 
is the classical political adj@ctive of 
description. 

It is the offest of ‘off’ years. 
Politics is but a faint expectation, a 
query. The great events abroad and 
their multiple results and replications 
here, economic, financial, and senti- 
mental, fill the mind, to the exclusion, 
in’a measure hitherto unknown, of 
purely domestic questions. Even our 
bread and butter is become an in- 
ternational-matter. The scope of the 
American mind has been enlarged. 
Our long provincialism has _ been 
stirred, is being shaken off. We are 
not merely spectators of the tragedy 
of national destinies in Europe; we 
are affected vitally. A renaissance 
of prosperity, the gigantic rising of 
the United States to the seat of finan- 
cial world power, is going on before 
our eyes. New trade opportunities 
and expansions.await. Grave inter- 
national controversies and injuries 
are still unsettled. Resentments and 
divisions, born of the war, and 
alien agitation and interference exist 
among the people. What hope at 
such a time is there for woman suf- 
frage? 
. If:women were subject to actual op- 
pression and wrong, irremediable save 
by arming them with the ballot, there 
would be no languor among the voters 
even now. But paper chains won’t 
clank. It is not, apparent that the 
women are suffering ‘‘ injustice.” 
Their legal position has been steadily 
ameliorated. In influence, education, 
range of occupation, economic and

To thrust on all a responsi- 
bility ardently desired by some would 
be an “injustice ’’. to the former and 
at least a doubtful advantage to the 
State. Let the woman suffragists 
wait. Their “reform” is not ripe. 
It is viewed with indifference, doubt, 
or hostility by a great number of 
men, with indifference or hostility by 
a great number of women. The suf- 
fragists have to win these if they 
can. Meanwhile, presumably, they 
will be educating themselves for po- 
litical and public life. They will come 
to it, if they come to it, better pre- 
pared. Postponement will be for their 
own good and that of the State, It 
seems to be the opinion of the politi- 
cians that the motion to postpone will 
be carried. 

SALLE EE AE EAL SLE 
THE PEACEMAKER. 

Dr. WruutramM ForoGo of this city was 
wafting Mr. BRYAN over the sea a 
few days ago to bring peace to a 
world in arms. In his ardor to close 
the gates of Janus the olive bearer 
would “for love of the cause not only 
“sacrifice his time, but also pay his 
“ expenses.”’ A heroic resolve, a 
sublime altruism. If the country was 
loath. to lose that familiar voice, it 
felt that its loss was Europe’s gain. 
It was resigned. If the parting 
would be melancholy it was a com- 
fort to know that the missionary was 
an unégelfish volunteer and on no- 
body’s salary list. 

Some cog has slipped. Some evil 
genius has frustrated virtue. Dr. 
Fore@o’s and Mr. BryYAn’s hope has 
been disappointed, On Sunday Mr. 
BRYAN was in Boston, speaking on 
arbitration and war referendums, the 
intermezzo of parts one and two by a 
band. ‘He received, it is under- 
stood,” says a TimMEs~’ dispatch, 
“$1,500 for his appearance.” The 
gates of Janus are still wide open. 
The apostle of peace is still reluctant- 
ly compelled to take gate money. 
Why must there be an awakening 
from so fair a dream? Who has kept 
peace and Bryan from, the out- 
stretched hands cf Europe? 
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AN UNSENTIMENTAL TRANSAC- 
TION. 

There should be no sentiment in 
business, or almost none. It may be 
that business sometimes ruins senti- 
ment, but, on the other hand, it is ab- 
solutely certain that sentiment enough 
will ruin business. For the sake as 
much of one as of the other they 
should be kept apart. If we should 
choose to give food, blankets, war 
hardware, guns, and ammunition to a 
belligerent whose cause we wished to 
see prevail that would be sentiment, 
and nobody’s business. It would inci- 
dentally be war. But so long as we 
are selling these things, taking in pay- 
ment therefor the buyers’ promises to 
pay, by all means let it be held to a 
business basis. 

There ought to be as little sentiment 
as difficulty about placing in this 
country a joint Anglo-French loan 
up to a billion dollars. We have 
three billions of credit potentiality 
lying idle in our banks. Our power 
to lend has only been discovered. It 
has limits, but they are undiscovered. 
They will assert themselves in time. 
Meanwhile, it is altogether a matter 
of good business—that is, of what the 
borrowers can afford to pay and what 
we can afford to take. 

Since the conference on ways and 
means and terms began we have heard 
a lot about the sentimental aspect of 
the transaction. England for the first 
time in historv is obliged to borrow. 
She is, therefore, stiff and awkward, 
but really very certain of having pop- 
ular sentiment on her side. That is 
nonsense. We are sure the English 
Commissioners have never encour- 
aged it. In any way you please to 
argue it, the case comes back each 
time to a simple matter of terms. And 
if the Commissioners think that 5 or 
5% per cent. is a very dear rate at 
which to sell British credit abroad, we 
beg to remind them that to sell its 
credit at home, where sentiment 
should count for something, the Brit- 
ish Government had in one year to 


‘| raise its rate of interest from about 3 


to 444 per cent., and to guarantee the 
last buyers against loss. The 444 per 
cent. war loan last Summer carried a 
conversion clause permitting holders 
to exchange at par for higher interest- 
bearing issues in event of the Govern- 
ment having to raise the rate again. 
The Government, to sell its war loans 
at home, was obliged to make them 
very attractive. To sell a war loan 
here is has only to make it attractive, 
and if it be attractive enough, pro-

GOVERNMENT HELP FOR COTTON 
SPECULATORS. 

At the President’s request his secre- 
tary yesterday called attention to the 
President’s view that Southern banks 
should content themselves with a rate 
of interest 2 per cent. above that 
which they themselves pay for money 
dent to cotton planters preferring to 
‘hold: their cotton for higher prices 
rather than accept the current price, 





It might be that the banks would 





accept. the advice and yet the Presi- 
dent’s. benevolent intention. might 
fail of fulfillment. — : 

This is.not a theory, nor a supposi- 
tion without a basis in recent eéx- 
perience. The fact is that those who 
wish to borrow in anticipation of 
higher prices care little for the rate 
of interest they pay, so much greater 
would be their profits if their ex- 
pectations of an advance were real- 
ized. What the planters preferring 
to hold their crop rather than sell it 
care about is the amount which they 
can borrow rather than the interest 
they must pay. What the lenders 
think about is the amount they sure- 
ly. can realize from the collateral in 
the event of the borrowers’ views of 
the market being wrong. This is 
the point upon which last year’s pro- 
posal was wrecked, some paltry 
thousands being applied for of an 
amount available for loans aggregat- 
ing $135,000,000. 

The trouble was not about the in- 
terest, but about the margin, the 
views of the bankers being incom- 
patible ,with those of the persons for 
whose benefit the capital was pledged 
by benevolent capitalists. Now the 
Government takes the place of the 
subscribers of last year’s unwanted 
loan, and there is similar scant ap- 
preciation of this year’s benevolent 
proposal. The planters are not rush- 
ing their staple into the warehouses 
provided for the purpose, and the 
President of the Farmers’ Co-oper- 
ative and Educational Union tells 
why. They want loans “to expire at 
the option of the farmer,’’ and they 
are weary of the talk about loans 
on other terms. They want the loan 
to run until the market is right, and 
the- bankers want a due date for 
their advances. If the market should 
prove disappointing the planters’ 
losses would exceed their interest due 
as much as their profits would ex- 
ceed them if the market went right. 
It is because the bankers think that 
those who would profit by the rise 
should take the risk of the fall that 
the plan to help the planters sticks 
on the ways. 

Incidentally it may be added that 
the planters are doing better than 
might have been expected... Their 
crop is worth nearly 4 cents more a 
pound than a year ago, when the 
low price warned them not to raise 
too much. If they disregarded the 
warning why should the Government 
interest itself to save them from the 
results of neglecting bankers’ advice? 
There could be no better way of pro- 
viding a cotton problem for next 


year.

from the pulpit of Plymouth Church on 
Sunday, perhaps the one lending itself 
most easily to comment of an interroga- 
tive sort is that in which he said: 

In the interest, also, of other plans, not 
selfish in nature, I decided to invest a sum 
of money which I had accumulated as a 
lecturer and writer. I am ashamed to say 
how much the sum was, in view of the 
low wages paid to poor working people. 

Evidently the compunction of Dr. HiL- 
tis is due to a present feeling on his 
part either that he had been. paid for his 
writings and lectures more than ‘they 
were worth, or else that as a clergynian 
he had no right to earn money in a way 
that for another man would be perfectly 
honest. 

The first theory of his regret or re- 
morse ascribes to him what most people 
would call a morbid nsitiveness, for 
certainly the American ‘public was un- 
der no compulsion either read or to 
hear the doctor if it didn’t.want to do 
so, and it paid for these privileges a 
price established in a free and pen mar- 
ket. As for the other explanation, where 
is he going to draw thee marking 
what material recompénse a 
as such can, and what:he ec 
consistency with his obligations, 
from those whom he serves? At one ex- 
treme is the contention, not infrequently 
made in the past, that he should get 
nothing at all, and at the other that he 
should take whatever his abilities com- 
mand. Common practice probably leans 
in the latter rather than in the former 
direction, for few indeed are the clergy- 
men who hesitate, when opportunity of- 
fers, to progress from minor to major 
charges, with the incidental advance 
from a small to a large salary. 

That the income of Dr. HILlis exceeded 
‘*the wages paid to poor working peo- 
ple ’’—that it even exceeded them by 
much—hardly proves it to have been ex- 
cessive, especially as, in earning it he 
presumably intended not to harm, but to 
help, the poor working people toward 
better remuneration, and not improbably 
did so, either by improving their charac- 
ters and elevating their ambitions or by 
touching the hearts of their employers. 
It seems needless for Dr. HItus to re- 
proach himself for having had a consid- 
erable sum of money with which to ‘go 
into timber. speculations. His fault, if 
any, was in going into them and subject- 
ing himself to subsequent—distractions. 


If Dr. DumMBA were 
wiser or better ad- 
Grow vised, he would realize 

e how much more admir- 
Wearisome. able and. provocative 
of sympathy it is to accept failure as the 
fortune of war and to make the best of 
whatever poor circumstances permit than 
it is to assume and maintain the atti- 
tude and tone of the man with a griev- 
ance. 

Grievan¢es, even when real, are rarely 
of intense, never of permanent, interest 
to other people, and when they gre un- 
real—when the troubles that have be- 
fallen one are the natural and inevitable 
results of one’s own actions—then pulling 
along face and declaiming against the 
injustice of the world and its inhabitants 
is absurd at first and soon becomes in- 
tensely wearisome. 

Dr. DumBa’s grievances are not real. 
To make out a seeming case he has had 
to convince himself and is trying—quite 
hopelessly—to convince others. that his 
recall was demanded because he called 
attention to certain laws of Austria-Hun- 
gary. His long letter of protest and

States, have decreased his facilities for 
communication’ with Vienna.’

Danger in Rooting. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Now, with the advent of the football séa- 
son, Umberto Sorrentino, the famous Italian 
concert singer, issues a warning to his 
friends among the young men and women 
singers of America. This is to the effect 
that ‘“ rooting ’’. for their favorite football 
team is one of the most dangerous, or even 
disastrous, things that they can possibly do 
with a singing voice, for it is likely to result 
in either a strained condition of the vocal 
chords or in a laryngitis or pharyngitis from 
which it may take weeks fully to recover, if, 
indeed, recovery is ever complete. 

The game is highly exciting, no doubt, and 
the individual players may possibly derive 
considerable psychological stimulus from the 
yells and shouts of encouragement or admo- 
nition of their friends. But it is a practice 
that safely can be indulged in only by those 
who are leather-lunged and copper-throated. 
Indeed, these glorious peals of sound that 
sweep down the gridiron fields are identical 
—so far as technical production is concerned 
—with high notes taken at top voice. And 
all students of musical history know that the 
famous. tenor; Rubini, actually fractured his 
collarbone while singing & double forte on 
B flat. The recent accident to a contralto 
soloist in a Connecticut church choir is also 
fresh'in the musical mind. This young lady, 
while attempting an- unusual’ note, burst an 
artery in her throat. The accident, needless 
to say, terminated fatally.

How American Feeling May Be 
Classified Roughly. 


Tannersville, N. ¥., Sept. 6, 1915. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In a recent issue of your paper there was 
@ letter from Mr. E, Woodward Duke, As- 
sistant Secretary of the National Security 
League, in which he asks if ‘‘some of your 
readers would kindly explain that mysteri- 
ous ‘kink’ in human nature which has, in 
spite of some ‘loud talking,’ prevented a 
general rush of red-blooded Americans to 
arms or to preparedness, although for 
months the papers have devoted a great deal 
of space to this subject—the facts are well 
known."’ 

We know that the average American is 
not a coward or a “‘softy:”’ It ‘is just pos- | 
sible he has been thinking carefully. ‘If 
my soldiers should stop to think carefully,” 
said Frederick the Great, ‘‘ not one of them 
would remain in the ranks.’”’ 

We have had in the last year a problem 
suddenly penetrate our consciousness which 
was at once a national and a personal one. 
Putting aside those who had already made 
up their minds that the time had come in 
the development of the human race to ive 
up collectively what we had long since given 
up individually—the reliance upon force to 
settle disputes—most people fall, I think, 
roughly speaking, into three classes. 

It was perfectly natural, after the shock 
of seeing Europe in a cataclysm, that our 
first sensation was one of fear lest the same 
thing happen to us, as we realized we were 
absolutely unprepared for war in the modern 
European sense. Our first impulse was to 
get ready, and get ready quickly, for any- 
thing that might happen. We must have 
soldiers and sailors, submarines, aeroplanes, 
dreadnoughts, and big guns! A number of 
young men, with imaginations easily fired, 
made up their minds over night, joined 
camps,’ talked about war, and rushed into 
print. It was a new, overpowering idea, 
coupled with an inherited instinct. Unfor- 
tunately, such men are apt to -be physically 
the most fit. Their loss to the nation would 
be an irreparable one. They are needed as 
fathers. These men, and the women like 
them, who formed numberless ‘‘ commit- 
tees,’’ are the first class. They have what 
might be called primitive patriotism; they 
are brave, attractive, and sincere, but their 
reasoning is immature. 

The second class is composed of those who 
talk the most and the loudest and call other 
people ‘‘craven,’’ ‘‘ pusillanimous,’’ ‘‘ peace 
at any price,’’ ‘‘ cowards,’’ ‘‘ softies,’’ and 
‘*old women.’’ They are exceedingly apt to 
be themselves old men, those who would be 
most unlikely to see any active service. 
They form a definite, distinct type—a head- 
shaking, eye-snapping, cane-twirling type! 
They also have their counterparts in the fair 
sex. Quite unconsciously they give one the 
idea that it is their personal safety and their 
own interests on which their minds are fixed. 
-In the third class are those who, at the 
outset, went through the same mental process 
as the first class, but who have more elastic 
minds and who, unlike Frederick the Great’s 
soldiers, are stopping to ‘‘ think carefully.” 
They realize that the whole European civili- 
zation is built on the idea,of force. That 
Germany is by far the most extreme ex- 
ample does not blind them to the fact that 
all. the warring nations have sinned; that 
they have all relied on force and secret 
diplomacy rather than upon law and fair 
dealing; that it is a system which is an 
anachronism and which has failed more 
utterly than anything else within the range 
of their knowledge has failed. They have 
eyes to see and ears to hear, and they have 
used them. 

The belief that we have got beyond the 
dispensation of ‘‘an eye for an eye and @& 
tooth for a tooth’’ is very strong in many 
minds. The pacifist’s idea is as yet an un- 
popular and colorless one. It is only in the 
making, but I submit that the feeling in the 
air is the. reaSon many strong, courageous, 
adventurous young men are thinking twite 
before they turn their backs on the greatest 
chance they will ever ‘have to help free the 
human race from the dreadful ebsession that 
the crime of war is inevitable and the 
fatlacy that armed preparedness prevents it. 
Perhaps, too, they know some facts which 
are not in ‘‘the newspapers’’ about the 
international industry of war,. which has had 
Europe in its clutches and has reached out 
its iron claw to us across the Atlantic. The 


is making in this country are enough to 
make one wonder what it is all for! 

But if we are to be really a happy nation 
we must have a positive and not a negattve 
peace; we must make such horrors as the 
Eastland disaster impossible. Suppose the 
Eastland had been sunk because of criminal 
negligence on the part of German officials! 
The Lusitania is not a disgrace to us as a 
nation; Germany bears that odium. But the 
Eastland, with its upward of 1,500 dead, is 
our shame. Our failure in government has 
made such things possible.

How to Write a Letter. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Supplementing my recent letter concerning 
the desirability of regularity in the pagina- 
tion of correspondence, allow me to quote a 
passage from Professor Edwin C. Woolley’s 
‘‘Handbook of Composition,’’ Page 137, 
which I have just discovered: 


When four-page sheets are used all four 
pages may be written on. The letter should 
be so written that a person reading the 
firat page has at hia left the fold and at 
his right the coinciding edges opposite the 
fold. If the substance of the letter occupies 
less than two pages of the sheet the first 
and third pages may be written on and the 
second be left blank. If the substance of 
the letter occupies more than two pages it 
is best, both on the ground of good usage 
and on that of the reader’s convenience, 
that the pages be. written on in their 
natural order, namely, 1, 2, 3, 4; not in the 
order 1, 3, 2,'4 or 1, 4, 2, 3. On the same 
grounds it is best that the lines of writing 
on all the pages be at right angles to the 
fold, not parallel with the fold.

Why do the persons writing letters 
about the National Guard continually 
harp on and sneer at the fact that it 
is requisite that the national guardsman 
be prepared for service with the regu- 
lars? Is not the average guardsman 
gapable of being trained to a state of 
preparedness as well as the regular? I 
have found in the time that I have been 
detailed with the National. Guard that 
the average guardsman is very keen 
about his military work and is anxious 
to be a soldier ready and prepared to 
defend his State and country with the 
same spirit as the regular. I do. not 
believe that he is influenced to a great 
extent when he enlists by the fact that 
he is going to wear a gaudy uniform or 
that he will be entitled to wear his uni- 
form on special public occasions, such 
as dances, receptions, &c. 

One of your correspondents wrote: 
“He. would never have enlisted if he 
had supposed he would be peremptorily 
calied in the regular service for any 
length of time and if he believed such 
to be the case now he. would take his 
discharge at the earliest possible mo- 
ment.” , 

Tne writer must realize that a great 
majority of the men who enlist in the 
National Gvard are married men and 
he places a stigma on their attempt.to 
display their loyalty and patriotism. A 
married man realizes that he is placing 
his services at the disposal of his State 
and his country, and I firmly believe 
that he would unhesitatingly offer his 
servica in time of war. A man when 
he enlists should provide for such a 
contingency and arrange for the future 
support of his family. I feel confident 
that practically all the married guards- 
men that answered the call in 1898 had 
previously arranged for their families. 
A man who does not arrange for the 
future subsistence of his dependents 
would not become a suitable subject 
for any military training, and therefore 
would not be desired in time of war. 

Another of your correspondents said: 
‘‘A day or two ago a Lieutenant wrote 
about the necessity for training the men 
of the Guard to take trenches at night. 
This is on a par with: other twaddle 
that has appeared along that line, that 
the national guardsman should be 
equal to the regular, and does not take 
into consideration that the regular is a 
professional soldier and the guardsman 
is a professional clerk or has some other 
similar vocation.” 

I do not know who the Lieutenant was 
that wrote regarding the training of the 
national guardsmen to take trenches at 
night, but I desire to congratulate him 


on his conception of military training de- | 


sired for the Guard. The close-order 
formations and drills are necessary for 
the purpose of instilling discipline, 
teaching precise and soldierly move- 
ments, and inculcating that prompt 
and subconscious obedience which is 
essential to proper military control. 
In my opinion the most important 
part of the education of a soldier is field 
training. The excellence of an organiza- 
tion is Judged by its field efficiency. The 
field efficiency of an organization de- 
pends -primarily upon its effectiveness as 
a whole. : : pe [ 
A guardsman may be able to-have his 
uniform tailored and his shoes polished 
for a parade or a social function and 
still not be a soldier in any sense of the 
word. <A green recruit is fully able to 
cope. with such circumstances and look 
very ‘‘pretty.’’ It is the man who can 
apply himself to circumstances which 
would arise in field service and adapt 
himself that counts in the long run. In 
order that the soldier may be competent 
of executing common sense in time of 
war he must be trained in the various 
details which will arise at that time. He 
must be able to care for himself physic- 
ally ; cook his own meals with a handful 


of chips, and not require a fire that 
‘would require the combined efforts of an 
entire company to put it out; lohd was-" 
ons correctly, have a working knowledge 
of map reading, road sketching, recon- 


‘noitring, and selection of topographical.’ 


positions; methods of signaling, care and 
preservation of his equipment, and innu-»: 
merable other things. Full consideration 
is taken of the fact that the guardsman 
is in many cases a professional clerk, 
&c., but I have met very few guardsmen. 
who would give this-as’an excuse for not 
gaining. all the knowledge they ¢ould of 
field service. 

I think that I can speak knowingly on 
this matter, as I have in the last year 
organized and drilled a company in the 
National Guard of this State, and IT have 
found that the men, if properly instruct-' 
ed, will take a great deal of interest in 
both the armory close-order drill and the 
field service. I have questioned many 
noncommissioned officer of the Guard 
and have found that the general com- 
plaint is that they get altogether too lit- 
tle practical instruction in field work. 

I have been credited wi:h the desire:to - 
eliminate dances from the armories and 
substitute drills therefor by some of the * 
Guard. Such is not the case. I most 
heartily approve of dances in the armo- 
ries. as @ social relaxation which affords 
Pleasure for the men and their friends. 
What I do contend is that if dancing in- 
terferes with the discipline and efficiency 
of the men, find some other means of so- 
cial relaxation, A good soldier can soon 
be a good dancer, but a poor soldier 
would only be unsuited at a dance, for 
the reason that he would not have the 
pride of the well-instructed and disci- 
plined soldier at heart. ; 


I can state from personal observ: 
that the soldier who has been pasty . 
field service looks with some pity .on 
those who have not had the opportunity. . 
of receiving the same. Therefore, is it 
not better to train men to take trenches 
at night and allow them a feeling of 
pride than to deprive them of this mere- 
ly because it is considered unnecessary 
to mix the professional military train- 
ing with the professional civil training? 
The father of one of my men stated to 
me that his son had*come back from 
camp filled with enthusiasm of the 
field service instruction that he had 
received there; that he knew how to 
handle himself.if he should be sent out 
alone in active service on some impor- 
tant. mission, and that he could control 
any number of men in-his company in 
the field by merely using the arm sig- 
nal code. The father spoke with @ 
great deal of pride of his son, and said 
that it was a great thing for the Na- 
tional Guard to allow the young men to 
receive this field training, as it gave 
them training to act as individuals, and 
not as machines. 

All men can gain by following the ex- 
ample of trained men, and I cannot con- 
ceive of any harm being done to the 
guardsman if he is trained as the regu-. 
lar is trained. I was told when I organ- 
ized my company in this city that the 
regular army methods would not stand 
in the Guard by “some that had a very 
slight conception of whatsuch really was.) 
The men.“ that knew and could under- 
stand ’* instructed ‘me to use them, .,J-) © 
did, and I know from results that my.» 
men have not been degraded in any: * 
way, but have apparently thrived un-"’ 
der the harsh, brutal regular treatment. 
I know that while my company was at 
Camp Whitman many of the nien: of” 
my company and of: other compaties 
visited the camp of the regulars (Thir- 
tieth United States Infantry) and 
watched them at their work. I noticed 
many signs of copying their methods 
by my men. Does that indicate that 
the interested guardsman did not desire 
to become as proficient in the military 
work as the regular?

RUSSIA AND AMERICA. 


Why One Moves to Promote Friend- 
ly Relations with the Other. 


To the Huditor of The New York Times: 

Whifie the people of America are waking 
up on commercial matters and making plans 
to become the bankers of the world, it will 
be well for them not to forget Russia. Thig 
immense nation is looking to us for sup- 
plies, capital, and a better understanding, 
as never before. A land of 170,000,000 peo- 
ple, it is reaching out to America with the 
hope of teaching us its life, its ideals and 
its desires, and it is time we were giving 
attention, 

Recently published items about the estab- 
lishment in this city of a Russky Narodny 
Dom, or Russian national house, and of 
the visit of the great commercial experts, 
such as the President of the Moscow Cham- 
ber of Commerce and others, to our shores 
emphasize the coming ‘‘ rapprochement ’’ of 
the two nations, in which we cannot help 
being benefited. 

Not long ago there was organized in Petro- 
grad, with offices at No. 46 Liteiny Pro- 
spekt, a ‘Society for the Promotion of 
Friendly Relations Between Russia and 
America,’’ (Obshtchestvo Sblizheniya Mezhdu 
Rossiehe i Amerikoi,) at the head of which 
is Baron Rosen, former Russian Ambassador 
to the United States, numbering among its 
members some of the leading social and 
business lights of the empire, and which 
has the sanction of the Imperial Russian 
Government. The following statement of a 
circular letter recently issued by this so- 
ciety is translated for your readers: 

The war has wrought a great change in 
the life of Russia, and after the war is over 
it cannct, and must not, fall back into its 
old channels. We are undoubtedly f. 
with the necessity of beginning a new 
existence. 

Which of all the countries of the world 
can give us the necessary leading and in- 
structive example in following that path? 

It is our deep conviction that the only 
country in point of territory, population, 
natural resources and general conditions 
that can adequately fulfill that function 
for us is the United States of North Amer- 
ica. Here we can see an actual demonstra- 
tion of the best means of applying science 
to agricultural occupations—how transpor- 
tation systems can be organized over wide 
areas, various nationalities united in a har- 
monious whole and apparently incongruous 
elements fused into the national unit, &c. 

We are through with Germany, but, being 
in need of a —< list of wares, of capital 
and of technical experts, (as there are 
things we do not produce,) and of a market 
for our raw material, we must seek an- 
other country, and such a one, along with 
England, should be the North American 
United States. ;

FAME IN SUSPENSE. 


A Further Discussion of the Dise 
covery of Hypochlorites. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have no desire to enter into discussion 
with Dr. Baxeres de Alzugaray relative to 
the antiquity of the use of hypochlorites ag 
disinfecting agents, but I wish to give credit 
where it is due. 

First, it must be remembered that chlorine 
@s an element was not discovered until 1774 
by Scheele, just prior to the discovery of 
Priestly, and later, in the nineteenth cen- 
tury, calcium, sodium, &c., (which is lime,) 
were proven to be alkaline metals by Sir 
Humphrey Davey by use of the voltaic bat- 
tery. Disinfectant qualities of chlorine in 
connection with calcium and sodium were 
noticed by Bertholet shortly after this, but 
its use cannot be dated further back than 
the ,early part of the nineteenth century, 
when Greyton Morveau and Duputren pointed 
out its value as a disinfectant; even then 
it was not generally used. in fact, its pop- § 
ularity dates°only from the time chloride of 
lime was used for bleaching purposes. 
Further, the general tne:ry of disease was 
largely developed after Pasteur’s immortal 
work on fermentation tn 1862, although {t 
had been suggested two centuries before by 
Robert Boyd. He was working on fermenta- 
tion and, subsequently, on ‘‘ Diseases of 
Wine, Vinegar, and Beer,’ and also on his - 
wonderful» work ‘‘Pebrine and Silk Worm 
Disease,’’ and later in a work on anthrax, 
which was followed by Koch and his im- . 
mortal work; also on application of his dis- 
covery by Lister. Hence it must have been 
after these discoveries, in the latter part of 
the nineteenth century, that its usefulness as 
a germicide became known. 

It was after these discoveries that medicine 
ceased to be an empiricism and became :a@ 
science. I did not claim that Wolff was. 
the discoverer of hypochlorites, but I did and 
do claim that Wolff is the discoverer and 
made the artisan application of electrolyzed 
sea water whose beneficent effects. were. 
due to hypochlorites and gases in solution, 
and I further reiterate that Wolff demon- 
strated, by artisan application largely, the 
value of hypochlorites in solution in an origi- 
nal way. It was Wolff wh placed hypochie- 
rites in the drinking water of New York in 
1893 during the outbreak of typhoid fever, 
with beneficial results, and who demonstrated 
facts, before known, that ten parts of gases 
to 10,000,000 parts of water removed every 
form of objectionable matter: I. was che 
Commissioner ex officio of the New York 
Board of Health. To me, as to others, it 
was a revelation. Scientists and scientific 
journals commented {mn most compi'mentury 
terms on the discovery, 3 4:

AN ELABORATE PRODUCTION 


Able Playing in a Sincere and Un- 
relieved Picture of the Futility 
_ and Missry of War. 


—_—a 
A war drama in a prologue, three 
“an epilogue, by Beulah Marie 
in the New Amsterdam Theatre. 
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** Moloch,’’. a graphic and dread pict- 
ure of war, was presented to New York 
for the first time last evening at the 
New Amsterdam Theatre. It is a play 
in five scenes by Beulah Marie Dix, the 
woman who wrote ‘ Across the Bor- 
der,”” and like that éarlier work of her 
pen, this, too, is a protest raised in the 
theatre against war as something at once 
futile and unspeakably monstrous. The 
story of this grave play is one of misery 

unrelieved. Written with rare and un- 
swerving sincerity, ‘ Moloch ” is ar- 
resting, vivid, impressi ye, and _ utterly 
cheerleéss. 

- Of all the war plays, llong and short, 
that have come to the New York stage 
since Aug. 1 a year ago, this is of the 
finest and highest-quality by far. It is 
closest kin to the preceding piece by 
the same author, but inevitably it pro- 
vokes comparisons not with “ Across 
the Border’’ but rather with ‘“ Under 
Fire’ at the Hudson. The latter is the 
conventional war play; a superficially 
modernized but none the less recogniz- 
able military melodrama of the old 
style, a tale of valor, told to the strains 
of inspiriting martial music, and, from 

to last, incorrigibily optimistic and 
entertaining. 

“Moloch,” on the other hand, is a dra- 
matic study of war written in bitter 
earnest, and as such _ is just about as 
cheerful as Poland. To many of those 
who filed soberly out of the New Am- 
sterdam last evening, there must have 
been something grotesque in the urgent 
clamor of the uniformed youth inviting 
one and all to ascend forthwith to the 
gayety of the Midnight Frolic. 

nm a prologue, ee acts, and an 
epilogue, ‘* Moloch’’ tells the story of 
a family in a country made desolate by 
war. The ci#untry is unnamed, the en- 
emy is unn&med, and, in this case at 
least, this ‘procedure has the curious 
effect of giving something of univer- 
sality to the Re; Through what is, 
after all, only the thinnest disguise, you 
recognize England as the country, how- 
ever, and the Germans as those spoken 
of throughout as ‘‘ The Foreigners.’’ 

You see a peaceful commumty caught 
up in. the 
There are ‘the young folk parting 
jauntily to the front; thére is * the 
glamour of it seen even through -the 
tears of the women. The girls at the 
window are laughing and tossing roses 
down to the men marching by below. 

That is an early picture. There are 
glimpses then of an invasion and of the 
firing line itself, but at the end you 
see just the wreck of that first home, a 
ruined and miserable houséhold, listen- 
ing incredulous to the news that. their 
country has come to an open break 
with her late ally. The news comes in 
just the same way as it had come be- 
fore, and as though mechanically the 
same response is made. 

Here is a suggestion of war as some- 
thing unending, irresistible, insatiable.

* * * Moloch, horrid King, besmeared

Of human sacrifice, and parents’ tears. 

There is conveyed, too, and with great 
subtlety and force, the suggestien of 
war as a nightmare, a dreadful ad- 
veutere incredible te folk nursed and 
taught in the ways of peace, suth as 
the people in this play—and such as we. 

In the intervening scenes between pro- 
logue and epilogue, there are pictures 
of war in action that are grisly enough. 
There is one intensely dramatic moment 
when a frail and gentle jag 4 Lieutenant 
of the’ invading Fk oreignérs is stabbed in 
his sleep by a crazed woman in the 
house sheltering him. 

here is another where a captive avia- 
tor, writhing with pain, is tortured by 
being put against a wall and told him- 
self to give the signal to the men stand- 
ing with guns aimed at his heart. Tiere 
-is One episode in which a conscript, made 
hopelessly out of a half-witted waif from’ 
the woods, is shot down at his refusal to 
march to the firing line. These are but 
samples. 

Mrs. Dix-Flebbe has done her work 
intensely, and there is good and meaty 
pages in the text of this play. Only in 
the epilogue does she become discursive, 
and as if taking the cue from her, the 
players we¢l then, when a bearing as of 

ple dazed and dulled would be richer 
n meaning. 

For the most part the playing is ad- 
mirable. All told, the eohaspicucus per- 
formance of the evening is given by 
Gareth piyehes as the young Lieuten- 
ant of the ipvaders. It is a brief réle, 
which he makes very effective and 
touching. Mrs. Whiffen, the well-be- 
loved, is. delightful- as the Spartan 
mother of the family, whose loyal de- 
votion to the traditional standards is 
part of the quiet and significant irony 
of the play. 

Creighton Hale is capital as a buoyant 
boy of a soldier and Holbrook Blinn, 
who did the staging, is effective in a 
negatee réle. Lillian Albertson plays 
with genuine feeling, and there are some 
zood moments in Paul Gordon’s per- 
formance, but he does not husband his 
force for the outburst expected of him 
in the third act. 

The production is on a huge scale, and 
it is admirably handled. ‘‘ Moloch”’ is 
deeply impressive, but those who have 
had their tastes formed by the dramatic 
soda pop usually served over the Broad- 
way fountain will feel considerable 
sympathy for the pouestus usher who 
slipped away into the corner last even- 
ing to vent himself of this gravely* ut- 
tered criticism: 

“Pretty strong stuff! ”’

SELL SODA CHECKS 
AS THEATRE TICKETS 


Speculators Swindle Aliens at 
Movie Exhibition of ‘ Ger- 
man Side of the War.” 





EIGHT PERFORMANCES GIVEN 


Eager Crowds Watch Pictures, More 
Than 5,000 Gathering for Open- 
ing at 44th Street House. 


Ticket speculators played a new game 
yesterday by selling soda water checks 
to some who.could not read English in 
the crowds which lined up yesterday 
in front of the Forty-fourth Street and 
Forty-third Street entrances to the 
Forty-fourth Street Theatre, where the 


first moving picture exhibition of ‘‘ The 
German Side of the War” was given, 

Advertisements of the show contained 
in large letters the word ‘‘ Today,”’ and 
this gave the impression to many that 
the pictures would be exhibited for one 
day only. Crowds were turned over at 
each of the eight performances which 
took place yesterday. 

More. than 5,000. persons, 
whom complained in foreign tongues of 
the discomfort of being caught in such 
a jam, had gathered before the theatre 
before 11 o’clock .yesterday morning, 
when the first show started. Ticket 
speculators wormed their way to the 
box office, bought all the tickets they 
could, and resold them to those in the 
rear of the crowd at prices advanced 
from 25 cents to 50 cents and $1. 

When this way of making money was 
found too slow one of the speculators 
got the idea of selling the soda water 
checks, which were obtained from a 
store near at hand. These were only 
sold to those who, from the thickness 
of their accent, were judged to be un- 
able to read English. The soda water 
checks and the moving-picture tickets 
were both pink and the same in genéral 
appearance, 

ome of the soda-water checks were 
sold for $1 apiece, and others at 50 
cents, the speculators shouting as they 
made sales that the show lasted for one 
day only. At the beginning of each 
erformance there was a scramble at 
he entrance to the theatre, and the 
ticket takers were so hard pressed that 
many soda water checks were accepted 
before the fraud was discovered. 

The men whose soda-water tickets 
were rejected made a furious protest 
and then went out into the street to 
jook for the speculators. Early in the 
afternoon it became too hot for the 
soda-water ticket salesmen and they 
disappeared, but ordinary scalping con-. 
tinued at such a rate that the manage- 
ment of the theatre telephoned to In- 
spector Dwyer for more policemen. Half 
a dozen policemen were 6n duty late 
in the afternoon, and they put a stop 
to the resale of tickets. Many of the 
scalpers were pointed out to them, but 
no one in the crowd was found to make 
a complaint and no arrests followed. 
The show is to continue indefinitely. 

The crowd was greater than ever for 
the evening shows. At 7 o'clock it ran 
from the entrance to the theatre, near 
Broadway, west to Eighth Avenue and 
then south to Forty-third Street. ge | 
policemen kept the lines in order, an 
some of those near the front of the 
theatre were kept busy repelling scores 
who tried to get through the doors with- 
out undergoing a long probation in the 


line. 

The crowd was so great that W. C. 
Willets, manager of the theatre, said he 
would keep on running exhibitions all 
night if necessary. A few got tired of 
waiting and went home, however, and 
the others were all able to see the show 
by 11 o’clock, when the eighth exhibi- 
tion ended. According to Manager Wil- 
lets, the house was filled to its capacity 
of 1,500 each time, so that_a total of 
12,000 saw ‘‘The German Side of the 
War.” With a policeman for every 
twenty feet of the line in the evening, 
the ticket speculators did not attempt’ 
to pursue their calling. : ngs 


GERMANY ON THE-SCREEN. 


Movie Report on the Armies of the 
_ Kaiser at 44th Street Theatre. 


The peculiar competence of the motion 
picture camera as a war correspondent 
was again attested yesterday, when an 
extended cinema report on Germany at 
war was put on exhibition at the Forty- 
fourth Street Theatre under the direction 
of the enterprising F. Ziegfeld, Jr. Most 


of these deeply interesting pictures show 
the armies of the Kaisers on the French, 
Russian, and Italian fronts, and were 
taken by E. F. Weigle of The Chicago 
Tribune. One half of the proceeds are 
pledged to a German fund for the relief 
of blind and crippled soldiers. n the 
eighty minutes it takes the six reels to 
unfold, there is afforded an impressive 
and depressing evidence of the smooth- 
ness, speed, and immensity of the Ger- 
man war machine. 

You see soldiers setting forth in debon- 
nair fashion for the front, you see arm-= 
less and legless soldiers being patched up 
in the hospitals. You see across a broad 
rolling field the dust of an interminable 
column, and you seé a patch of woods 
grow suddenly and mysteriously popu- 
lous with German infantrymen. You sée 
the little machine ns in incessarit ac- 
tion, and the huge thirty-centimeter guns 
aimed at Przemysl, and tearing up the 
whole landscape when they are fired. 

Some hint of the immense audience 
awaiting this movie record of a tour 
within the German lines was given by 
the box-office queue, which at times yes- 
terday reached all the way to Broadway. 
It, too, seemed largely a German line, 
and the frenzied neplause at the appear- 
ance of Wilhelm himself upon the screen 
could not have been outdone had every 
seat been taken by reservists. But the 
pictures are interesting to all of us.

Ford to give Professor Barker credit for 
the ‘‘ fishboat ’’ scheme. 

“Since the announcement of his $10,-

COMISKEY BASEBALL GENIUS 


Old Roman Excels in Every Branch 
of Game Except as.a Player. 


Baseball enthusiasts of the. ‘‘-good old 
days ’’ type look upon Adrian C. Anson, 
manager and Captain of the famous old 
Chicago White Stockings, as the great- 
ést manager of bygone days. He was 
by far the most spectacular figure of 
his time, a wonderful player, an inspir- 
ing leader, a man who had the advance- 
ment and integrity of baseball at. heart. 
Yet to say that,. because he was a great 
ball player and captained one of the 
most remarkable :teams. in history, he 
was the superior of any other leader of 
his time is snap judgment, according to 
J. C. Kofed of Philadelphia, who re- 
gards Charles A. Comiskey, the ‘‘ Old 
Roman ”’ and present owner of the Chi- 
cago American. League tearmi, the peer 
of the old-time leaders. 

In defending the right of Comiskey to 
the honors invariably ascribed to Anscu, 
Kofed has the following to say: 

‘“When the National League was 
formed qnd the late A. G. Spalding in- 
duced Anson to leave the Philadelphia 
Athletics and manage the . Chicago 
White Stockings a powerful team had 
already been secured for Chicago. . Spil- 
ding, White, Barnes and .McVey, Bos- 
ton’s Big Four, and Glen Hines, Peters, 
and others were in the Windy.

When Anson took the lead the team was 
ready for him. 

‘““The game then was in its formative 
stage, and such players as these needed 
little direction on. actual plays. In fact, 
Anson was excluded from the ‘signal 

lays’ of the Stockings’ great infield, 

urns, Pfeffer and Williamson execut- 
ing them without the aid of their leader. 

“ Those giants overwhelmed their op- 
ponents by their massive frames and 
great reputations even before the con- 
tests began. During one season th 
actually. played in full.dress suits, stiff 
white shirts and all, which may give an 
idea -of how contemptuously they: re- 
garded their opponents. 

‘“‘As a player Anson had few_ peers. 
As a man, too, there are few who can 
meet the standard he has set for him- 
self. But as a manager? Without even 
considering’ his failure in New Yor 
under the Freedman régime, it is hard 
to see where’he can be adjudged the best 
major league pilot of his day. When 
his great players could no longer ac- 
complish miracles on the field, Anson 
was involved.in the general ruin.. From 
'92 to '97 the Chicagoans were never in 
the running. Aggressively Anson was a 
wonder, constructively a failure. 

“The real Nestor of baseball was 
Harry Wright, a man to whom the 
game owes more than it ever can pay. 
It was Wright who organized the first 
professional team in the Red Stockings 
of Cincinnati. He was the first man 
to win six major league championships 
aside from the two national titles he 
won with his Red Stockings. In mat- 
ter of championships won, Anson and 
Wright stand alone among the mah- 
agers of the past. Compare them with 
Frank Selee as team makers and their 
lustre is considerably dimmed. Selee 
built championship squads in Boston, 
and then he went to Chicago, where he 
gathered the men with whom Frank 
Chance won +o much glory. Yet Selee, 
to my mind, was not as great a leader 
as either Anson or Wright. 

‘‘ When Chance took over the Yankees 
he had no Evers, Tinkers, Klings, or 
Browns. So the team stayed in the 
cellar where it had been before the 
Lusky Californian came to the metropo- 
lis. As a field leader under a Mack or 
Comiskey, Chance would have had no 
equal, but, as a builder of teams he 
lacked the penetration and clairvoyant 
power that some managers possess. 

‘As a business man Jim Mutrie of 
the old Giants, was without a peer in 
baseball annals. As a manager Mutrte 
was fairly successful, winning two pen- 
— during his nine years stay in New 


ork, 

** During . 1892 and 1893 the Baltimore 
Orioles .were the joke of the National 
League. - The following season, with 
one of the greatest ag the game has 
ever known, they forged ahead and then 
captured. three consecutive pennants, 
Ned Hanlon was the manager,.and with 
such brainy men as McGraw, Jennings, 
Robinson, Keeler; and the rest to exe- 
cute his orders and utilize their own 
‘wonderful baseball brains, he was suc- 
cessful. - When he lost these men, like 
Anson, he failed to bring together an- 
other band with serious pennant inten- 
tions. . 

‘**“You may notice that the name of 
one of the greatest men baseball has 
ever seen or may hope to see has not 
been mentioned. In his day a wonderful 
player, a manager of the first water, 
one of the biggest hearted, keenest 
Americans in the land—Charles Comis- 
key typifies to my mind the ideal man- 
ager of the period. He was one of the 
constructive geniuses of baseball. When 
he first covered first base in the big 
league it was the custom of the guardian 
of his station never to field his position 
as it is fielded today. It was his duty 
Comiskey rev- 
olutionized that. He taught his contem- 
poraries to range over toward second, 
so increasing the efficiency of the in- 
field fully 25 per cent. The ‘hit and 
run’ was another of Comiskey’s inven- 
tions—as were a score of tricks now 
utilized in ball games every day. 

‘** Comiskey was, perhaps, the greatest 
field leader of his time. He had e 
knack of ‘ getting the last ounce’ from 
his men, and they respected him and 
fought for him as they would have 
fought for no other man under the sun. 
He was Anson’s equal as a player, 
Selee’s as a builder of teams, Mutrie’s 
as a business man. In no single line 
was any pilot of the past, from Hicks 
oe to Frank Chance, his supe- 
rior. 

‘Comiskey built up the St. Louis 
Browns into the champions of the Amer- 
ican Association during 1885, 1886, 1887, 
and 1888, winning the world’s champion- 
ship from Anson’s White Stockings 
in the second year. Individually the 
Browns were not the brilliant stars that 
Anson’s men were, but Comiskey’s won- 
derful leadership and spirit brought. vic- 
tory when defeat was looming with 
ominous darkness above them. 

‘‘The greatest of his time? 

‘“‘ Wright, Anson, Selee, McAleer, Han- 
lon, Chance,’ all the great managers of 
the past, have adherents among old- 
time fans. They were excellent handlers 
of men, those pilots who have made 
baseball history. But where in that 
grand galaxy of talent can one find a 
man so determined yet gentle, so daring 
yet not foolhardy, so brilliant, brave, 
and witty as Charles Albert Comiskey— 
the best loved man in the game? 

‘* Leaders of his type appear. but once 
in a score of years. It is not that the 
man in the bleachers three decades ago 
admired Anson less; but he loved Comis- 
key more. And so we all love and ad- 
mire the greatest pilot the past has seen, 
Charley Comiskey.”’

Waterfowl have great powers of flight. 
The canvas back duck covers from 1 to 
160 feet a second. The blue-winged teal and 
the green-winged teal, the blue bills and the 
red heads are only a little slower. Mallards, 
pintails, wood ducks, black ducks, and others 
can easily fly faster than a mile a minute. 
Even such large birds as cranes, swans, and 
pelicans, and geese can fly at a speed of 
more than 100 feet a second. The speed of 
waterfowl has often been measur with 
great accuracy. Two men take positions on 
a duck pass a measured distance apart. The 
first man carries a stop watch and a gun, 
the second a gun only. As the fowl pass the 
first blind the timer shoots in order to 
frighten the birds into full speed and starts 
his watch. As the; ducks pass the second 
blind the man there fires a shot and the 
timer stops his watch. The usual length of 
the course is a quarter of a mile, although 
a mile track is sometimes used.

Latest Volume Gives Many Valuable 
Hints by, the Expert. Players. 


The latest book on lawn tennis has 
just been published by J. Parmly Paret 
and S. Walls Merrinew, publisher and 
editor of American Lawn Tennis. Six- 
teen years ago Paret won the all-com- 
ers’ tournament. at Newport. He was 
defeated in-the ensuing challenge round. 
The book contains a great deal of sane 
advice to beginners and to players who 
have not reached the upper fifty in 
the ranking list. This advice is sup- 
plemented by a compilation of opinions 
on various points of the game written 
by a number of its foremest players in 
this and other countries. The opinions 
were gathered.in unusual fashion, and 
in them are many sidelights on the 
methods of tennis. stars. Over forty 
questions were sent to: leading players, 
and the quotations attributed to each 
of them are extracts from their re- 
plies, 

Many readers may note with some 
surprise, however, the fact that the 
opinions of leading players that are 
presented contain none from either 
William M.,, Jolnston, the 19-year-old 
Californian who won: the national cham- 
pionship at Forest Hills, or from his 


rincipal victim, Maurice HB. McLough- 
in, who was rated as the world’s best 
player.

Bundy 
agreed, adding that spikes should be 
used for turf. Behr recommended -the 
heavy-solded shoes; so did R. D. Little. 
Dean Mathey qualified. his answer, rec- 
ommending ‘“‘sneakers if the arch does 
not suffer.’’ 

A good many of the points that per- 
plex the average player are dealt with 
at considerable length. It is recom- 
mended that the game be learned in the 
following order: First, the grip of the 
racquet; second, the making of the 
strokes; third, the use of the fect, legs, 
eyes, arms, and weight of the. body; 
fourth, placing the ball; fifth, technique 
of the twist ball; sixth, position in 
court; seventh, angles of attack and de- 
fense; eighth, strategy; ninth, deception 
and. counter deception. Light racquets, 
from 13% to 14% ounces in weight, are 
urged for beginners. An important sug- 
gestion. is made regarding the manner 
of kitting the ball: The player is ‘ad- 
vised to avoid depending on his or her 
rauscles for -the desired force, but is 
told ‘to learn to swing the racquet: so 
that, the force will. come principally 
from the momentum and weight of the; 
racquet itself. This manner of striking | 
is compared to the snap of a whip, and 
it is pointed: out: that it not only. pro- 
duces the fastest tennis but saves ‘he 
strength of the player. The player is| 
advised to grip the racquet tightly and 
to hold it.by the extreme end, although 
some of the best players differ in this. 
While still in beginners’ classes the 
players are told to keep their eyes on 
the ball itself, instead of attempting to 
study the face or actions of opponents. 

Regarding preparation for a stroke the 
book says that beginners spoil 80 per 
cent. of their strokes by waiting until the 
ball has bounded before drawing back 
the racquet. The best they can do 
then is to make a sort of jab at the ball 
to make up for the lost time during 
which they should have swung back. 
Another common fault of beginners is 
waiting to watch their shots. They 
are urged to prepare immediately for 
the next shot. Small-handled racquets 
are recommended, and beginners are told 
to shun wrapped and other artificial 
handles. .The question of whether the 
thumb should be held up, along the 
handle, or ey tbe about the 
handle is thrashed out thoroughly. For 
defensive play, at least, the latter method 
is said to be the best. 

other question thrashed out thor- 
oughly is whether or not the grip should 
be changed for the backhand stroke. 
Answers from the leading players on this 
point are printed and nearly all of them 
say that they change the grip for this 
stroke. Most of the experts wrote that 
they gripped their racquets at the ex- 
treme end. Tom Bundy, in this connec- 
tion, gave away one of his little secrets 
of play. He has his racquets shortened 
three-quarters of an inch, and then srips 
the racquet at the extreme end. 

Attention of the beginner is called to 
the fact that the playing centre of the 
racquet is very small and that the resil- 
ny decreases rapidly as the sides are 
reached. Many ruined strokes are at- 
ributed to the fact-that beginners have 
ifficulty in hitting the ball with the 
centre of the racquet. Many beginners, 
the book saya develop the habit of ad- 
vancing the left foot in playing the back. 
hand stroke, and points out that this 
awkward position cuts off the back 
swing of the racquet.

Why Advances Cannot Be Paid. 
It has always been a source of mystery 
to.many woolen men why the clothiers 
will refuse to pay a small advance on 
the goods they use in their manufactur- 
ing. The increase may amount to 10 
cents a yard, and yet the clothier will 
reject the cloth with the remark that 
the ‘“‘increased price takes the eleth 
out of its proper schedule.” If the 
selling agent for the mill accepts this 
explanation and goes no further, he is 
left in the dark concerning the real 
facts of the case. At 10 cents a yard 
advance, it will cost the clothier 35 
cents more to.make a suit of that 
particular kind of cloth. It might be 
supposed that he would ‘pass the Sene- 
fit of having a higher priced cloth in 
the suit along to the retailer. As a 
matter of fact, however, the margin 
upon which most clothiers operate is so 
small, that the advance of 35 cents 
would make it profitless to sell the suit 
at its regular price hg the retailer. 


Burlaps Gait. but Higher. 
Yesterday was said to be the quietest 
day the local burlap market has seen 
for nearly two weeks, but there was no 
apparent effect on prices. Ten-and-a- 
half-ounce, forty-inch goods are avail- 
able around 7.70 cents, but neither they 
nor ten-ounce goods, which may be had 
for arrival in the next few weeks 


7.45 to 7.50 cents, are in liberal ps 
for spot or nearby shipment. 
ounce goods are also scarce, betne Meld 
around 5.45 cents, while 74-ounce bur- 
laps are to be had for spot and arrival 
to Oct. 15 at 5.30 to 5.45 cents, the 
former being the spot figure.

Bullish re- 
orts from Calcutta and the resultant 
ncrease in the price of jute are held 
responsible for the advances on the 
fabrics. There is.no ye ie that the 
prices here quoted will stand very long, 
for a renewal of buying must neces- 
sarily result in higher quotations. 


Gray Goods Prices Advance, 

A further rise in cotton yesterday and 
more good buying resulted in- further 
price advances in the local gray goods 
market. Printcloths were in especially 
good demand, and more or lIcss business 
was done on all the constructions list- 
ed below.

other ingredients were mixed with the 
gum. The Collector was reversed. 

The board continued the process of

MACHINERY FOR EXPORT. 


Much Interest by Manufacturers In 
South American Field. 


Manufacturers of machinery and ma- 
chine tools in all sections of the coun- 
try are greatly interested in placing 
their products in the various countries 
of South America, according to J. A. 
Massel, Special Agent of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, who has just re- 
turned to this city after a visit to the 
chief manufacturing centres for these 
goods. 

‘Everywhere I went,” said he yes- 
terday, ‘‘I found the most lively in- 
terest in the subject of South American 
trade. Most of those I met seemed to 


have the right ideas in the matter of 
getting business in the countries to the 
south of us and indicated that they 
were: ready to spend the initial sums 
required to lay the foundations for per- 
manent export relations.

While the market displayed decided 
firmness all through the session, it was 
quite noticeable that the volume of busi- 
ness was considerably smaller than on 
any day last week and that the bulk of

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‘HARDING DEFENDS. 


Explains Reserve Board's At- 
tempt to Protect Planters 
Against Exorbitant Interest. 


CITES PREVIOUS CHARGES 


Says Some Southern Banks Have 
Been Accustomed to Charging 
as Much as 120 Per Cent. 


Bpectal to The New York Times. 

RALEIGH, N. C., Sept. 20.—W. P. G. 
Harding, Chaiyman of the Federal Re- 
serve Board’s Committee on Cotton, at 
the annual dinner here tonight of the 
Raleigh Chamber of Commerce, ex- 
plained the steps taken by the board 
to protect the growers of cotton and 
other commodities. At the same time 
‘he defended the plan of Secretary Mc- 
Adoo to place, without interest, $30,- 
000,000 in Southern Federal Reserve 
Banks to be advanced to farmers at not 
more than 6 per cent. The increase in 
the price of cotton, said Mr. Harding, 
demonstrated the wisdom of these steps. 

Referring to criticisms of the plan to 
deposit $30,000,000 of the Government’s 
money, to be distributed at a fixed max- 
imum rate of interest, at a time when 
‘Many banks had money lying idle in 
their vaults, Mr. Harding admitted that 
ordinarily the deposit promised by Mn 
McAdoo, of which $15,000,000 has al- 
ready been placed with the Reserve 
banks at Richmond, Atlanta, and Dal- 
lag, would not be needed. But it was 
necessary, in his opinion, to restore 
confidence and to overcome the habit 
of bankers accustomed to pay a high 
rate for money and then charge pro- 
portionately higher rates. In this con- 
nection Mr. Harding quoted some in- 
terest rates charged by Southern banks, 
ranging as high as 120 per cent. 

“Under the Federal Reserve system 
there dre now twelve independent money 
centres,’ said Mr. Harding. ‘‘ The in- 
terest rates have not only been stabilized 
but they are approximately. the same at 
all of these.money centres.
